was begun in Holborne ? when acompanie of Swaggerers 
: had combined to reſcue'a Gentleman, ( bearing the name 
of L.L.a\Nobleman ) outof the Vnder-Sherifts houſe, and 
what a deale of blood had beene liketo be ſpent inthe ſame 
| buſinefle ?* had not the Sheriffs of Zondon beene ſent for 
ſpeedily, who came with a ftrong Guard ; at whoſe com. 
ming andpreſence the Reſcuers betooke themſelues to their 
i heeles, and not one of them durſt ſtand to it, oririke one 
q blow more, though inenterchange of blowes before they 
came bet'weene the Reſcuers and the Vnder- Sheriffs Ofi= 
cers, there was ſomeblood ſhed : All I ſay appeaſed at the 
prelenceof the Magiſtrate :. andthe Gentleman the Priſo- 
ner, ſubmits and'commits himſelte into the hands of the 
Sheriffs of London: Who, had they'beene abſent- out (of

I leaue wiſe men to iudge. And againe, ſince that time, 


whenthe Priſoners inthe Kings Bench Priſon combined to 


. . reſcue themſelues out of Priſon, and to that end had gotten 


the Keyes and bound the Keepers : in which Ryot ſome 
blood was ſhed, and though ſome of the Priſoners enlarged 
themſclues, yet otherſome tor their labours loſt their liues : 
but how much more blood had beene ſhed, and how many 
more had beene laine, if ſome in Authoritic had not inter- 
poſed theirhelpe, we may well gueſle. 

Let vs come yet more particularly to the gouernment of 
this Citie,which is diuided into ſo many ſcuerall Wards : & 
eucry Ward hath its particular Alderman to gonerne it, in 
ſeeing to the Orders and diforders in it. Now,the Alderman 
- he ficeth into theCountry,& forhis excuſe he ſaithyhe leaues 
his Deputie bchindehim:the D<purie he follows the Alder- 
man{it he be not gone before him )& leaues Conſtables be. 
hinde him,to ſee to matters : the Conllables haply they fol- 
low the Deputie, and peraduenture they leaue the Beadle 
behindethem: Well,the Beadlc he is |ft behinde for all: he 
ſes many diſorders and Ryots happen in his Ward : Now, 
I weuld faine know, whowill obey a Beadle as a Magi- 


ſtrate ? or what power hath a Conſtable or Beadle to re-_ 


forme or puniſh without the Alderman, being the Magi- 
ſtrate? Againe, the Conſtable or Beadle haply may be viſi- 
_ red with f{ickneſlc z yea, peraduenture dieth : 1 would faine 
hauc any abſent Alderman anſwer what miſchiefe againſt 
God and King may not be donein his Ward without any 
controll at all : And for thoſe few worthy Magiſtrates that 
haue continued the heate of the Day with vs, ice the ble(- 
ling of God cxtendedtothem, in their calling : for all this 
time paſt of mortality, haue not heard that ſcarce the head 
of any of them hath aked : Wee may well conclude there- 
fore that Magiſtrates, efpecially ſuch as are in preſent go- 
uernment, and {worne for theit yeare, may not flee from 
the Citie in time, of (greateſt Contagion, though their 
lives bee farrc more worth, for the Good of the Com- 

| mon-yealch, 
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And now I come to the Miniſters of Gods Word : whe. 


ther they may flee, I meane ſuch as haue the charge and 
Cure of Soules : ( ſach alfo their liues are as deare ynto 


them as others, yea and of more value than other ordinary 


men :) yetthey may not nor 1sit lawfull for them to flee in 


this time of Contagion : And I will ſend them to bee reſol- 


ued ofa Reuecrend and learned Diuine, a man of their owne Do 


Coat and Calling, who hath long ſince written to conclude 
the vnwarrantableneſſe of their flight in the time ofthe Pe- 
{tilence, in theſe lines following : 

How much better us it go bee dead, than negligent , thay, 
fauthleſſe ? If ſome Boaves bee comtagiouſly ſicke, ſhall all 
Soules bee Wilfully negletted ? There can bee no time Wherein 
(ounſell is ſo ſeaſonable, ſo needfull, ans threatning findes 
empreſſion, Where the minde us prepared by ſenſible Fudge- 
events, When Will the Yrowhearts of men bow, if not When. 
they are heat im the flame of Gods Afiiction, ? Now then to 
runne away from a neceſſary and publike Good, to avoyd 4 
doubt full and prinate Emil, 1s to runne into a Worſe enill than, 
Wee World 4voyd. Hee that Will thus runne from Niniue to 
Tharſis, ſhall finde a T empeit and a Whale in hs Way, Not 
that 7 dare bee an Author to any of the prinate Uiſitation. of 
infetted Beds : I dare not Without better Warrant, Who hath 
ener ſaid Wee are bound to cloſe vp the dying eyes of euery de. 
parting Chriftian., ? And vponwhat-euer ( onditions to heare 
their laft groanes ? If wee had a word, I Would not debate of 

the ſucceſſe, T hen, that Were (owardlineſſe , which now is 
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Wiſedome, Is it no ſeruice, that wee publikely teach and exe * 


hort * T hat Wee priuately prepare men for Death, and arme 
them again#t it ? T hat our comfortable letters ana meſſages 
ftirre vp their fainting hearts ? That our louae voyces prerce 
their eares afarre , wnleſſe wee feele thetr pulſes, and leane vp. 
on their Pillowes, and whiſper in their eares ? Daniel is 7 
the Lyons Den. ; Is it nothing that Darits ſpoakes comfort 


 virto him thoronghthe Grate, vnleſſe hee goe mn to ſalute him- 
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among thoſt fierce Companions ? «A good «Miniſter is the 
common goods, Hee is not his ownebut the Peoples, hee cannot 
make his life ptculiar to one, without tniurie to many. 
In tht common cauſe of the Charch, he muſt bee no niggard of 
his ovne life; in the prinate cauſe of a neighbours bodily 
ſickneſſe, he mey ſoone be a Prodigall, eA good Father may 
not ſpend his ſubſtance on one ( hilde, and leane the reſt Beg- 
pers, If anybereſolure in the contrarie, ? had rather praiſe 
his courage, than imitate his praftice, I confiſſe, I feare, not 
fo much death, as Want of Warrant for death, And ſo much 
for that reuerend DoRours writing, a faithfull labourcr in 
Gods Harueſt : whichT hope is wanſ{werablie, enough to 
proue rhat Miniſters may not flee from their Charges in 
time of the Peſtilence. 

I muſt now proceed to Phyſicians (with whom 1 include 
Chirurgions) whom, I finde or4ammed of God,and we ought 


' To bonowr ther + but, wherefore damned and to be honoured? 
Why, the ſame Diuine Author faith,cuen for rhe v/es Which 
\ We may haze of them, 1. Forthe health of thy body : Are 
' they therefore to flee from vs in the time of the Peſtilence ? 


Surely nothing lefle : for then we haue moſt yſe, need, and 
neceſſitze of them : If therefore the Magiftrate, that hath 
the care of the Common. wealth committed to his charegc 
by the King: and the Miniſter who hath the care of mens 
Soules committed to his charge by God, may not ( with 
a ſafe Conſcience ) flee in this time of contagious 
Sicknefle, as is before proued; I ſee no reaſon why the 
Phyſician; who hath the care of mens bodies, ſhould flce 
and leaue yvsdcſtiruteof his helpe, for which he was erdat- 
ned : Can he gather ſo much out of the time of a common 
Mortalitie, by his Fees of vs, that the ground will not 
holdhim, bat he is mounted on his Foct-cloth ? and muſt 
he needs flee from vs, when we haue moſt vie and need of 
his company and his Counſell, when thouſands are daily 
ficke, and many die for want of meanes ? But me thinkes 
1 heare Phyſicians anſwer, They leauc vsnot deſtitute,they 


leane 
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leaue vs inferiour foot-Phyficians : Wee confelle, indeed, 
through the Prouidence of God weare not altogether de- 
ſtitute, God mouing the hearts of ſome Phyſicians and 
Chirargions to ſtay amongſt vs,in their Calling ; but that is 
no thanke to them : forthey flee, not regarding ſo many 
thouſands they leaue behinde them, whether they ſinke or 
ſwim, liue or dic ; but with what Conſcience, conſidering 
the premiſles I leaue to their owne conſiderations: How 
feuer, thoſe Phyficians and Chirurgions that hauc in a con- 
ſcionable reſpe& to their Callings,) more than in reſpect of 
gaine,)ltayed with vs, giuen, and vſed their belt counlell 
and endeuours toſuch as haue becne viſited, this great Mor- 
talitie : they certes are the men that deſerue the honour, 
which we are counſclled to giue ro the Phyſician : wee may 
make queſtion whether ſuch as are fled from vs, though ne- 
uer ſo brauc and wealthy, deſerue any of that honour, or 
no: Yea,in my indgement wee owe thoſe that haue ſtayed 
donble honour, 

Well, forall this that hath beene ſaid or can be ſaid, of 
Magiſtrates, Miniſters,Phyficians and Chirurgions ; many 
of each neuertheleſle haue fled from vs, and their excuſes 
and apologies are diuers and various : yet for the moſt part 
they jumpein this one voyce and ſong ; T hey flee, they ſay; 


For theer Lines, from the danger of a Contagion : to which 


I anſwer, they were d:cciued, for ſome of them, vpon my 
knowledge, haue fled for their Deaths : I will lay no more 
vnto them, Sapients verbum ſat et, 

And forſuch Magiſtrates, ſuch Miniſters, and fuch Phy. 
ficiansas haue ſtayed and cndured the heate of theday with 
VS : I ſhallnot need to name them : Imakeno doubt but 
their namesare taken in Gods: Booke, who is able to re- 
ward the labourot their loue : My poore. and vaworthy 
Prayer for them ſhall euer be, T he. good Lord requite them - 
and the Bleſſing of him that dwelt in the Buſh bee With them 
for ener. | 


Thar priuate and ordinaric men may not take that 
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libertie they doe, to flee in theſe times, ſome leauing their 
Callings, ſome their Families, promiſcuouſly and prepo- 
ſerouſly, | haue ſaid enough i nthe premiſles to fatisfie any 


' reaſonable men. 


But now, belou2d Londoners, let vs come and ſearch the 
cauſe of this contagious Peſtilence, which cauſeth your 
fearefull Aight : Surely, it is nought elſe bur our fins which 
haue incenſed the heauy wrath of God: And which I may 
reduce theſe ſeuen Heads following; SWearing and blaſphea- 
ming : Prophaning and not ſanttifying the Sabboth : ce Adulte. 
rie and Fornication : Drunkennſſe and Gluttomie : Oppreſſior 
and E xtortion : ({ontempt of Gods Word and Sacraments: To 
whichT may adde, Pride and fulneſſe of Bread, and Con. 
tempt of the Poore : ( I pray Godtheother not to be named 


finne of Sodeme be nor alſo perpetrated in ſome corners 


and Sinkes of this Citie-) which ſinnes now reigning, I 
briefly diſplay as followech ; Firlt, for Swearing, doth any 
Ageor any Record make mention of the like fwearing and 
taking the moſt ſacred Name of God in vaine, as is now a- 
dayes, by Men, Women, and Children ?, yea, many Chil- 
dren no ſooner taught to ſpeake, but they learne alſo to 
{weare by the moſt ſacred name of God ; before they know 
God : nay, there are a fort of ſwaggering Swearers, who 
thinke themſelues not Maſters in their Res Art of {wea- 
ring, till they haue deuiſed, and doe vic fome new Oathes 
and manner af Swearing : ( O fearefull ! ) ſoas I may fay 
for this one finrie, the Land mourneth : for this ſinne, this 
Citienow mourneth : Commendable and agreeable to 
Gods word, was that pious Statute Enacted laſt yeare by 
the worthy Houſeof Parliament againſt Prophane Swea- 
ring : though by negligence of men 1 feare it taketh not fo 
goodeffe&to reſtraine that ſinne as was hoped : For what 
reformation can we ſee ? 

Secondly,for the Saboath day,commonly called the Lords 
day, what Feaſtings, what Gamings and vnlawfull Recrea-

T hirdly, for Adulterie and Fornications;they haue beene, 

and I teare me are ſo common, eſpecially about the skirts of + 
this Citie,as if there were rceither Lawes of God nor Man 

againſt them : inſomuch, as I may be bold to-ſay they hane- | 
| | beene ſoopenly and commonly vſed in ſome places, as if 

% they had beene allowed and countenanced by Authorirtie : | 
| | Yea, there are a company of ſwaggering Whoremaſters a- - 
| bout this Gitie, who not content-with their ordinarie pro- / 
| ſtitute Strumpets, but will brag and boaſt of their abuſing 
this and that mans Bed infamiliariry with his Wite : and of 


their deflowring of this and that Maide : who haply are 
, honeſt Women, and chaſte Maides, that never had any ac- 
, quaintance atall with-ſfuch Companions : This ſinne there- 
R fore I may as boldly fay, is another cauſe of Gods Viſita» 
tion of this Citie, 
- Fourthly, tor Drunkenneſle and Gluttonie, they abound, 
y as if they were vncontrollable finnes,nay,as if they were no 
3 | ſins at all : many taking ſuch libertie in Drinking,that they 
by | thinke they are not truly merry,vntll they be verily drunke; 
y and they being friends one with another, cannot (as they 
b ſay ) loueeach other, except they be drunke together : and 
Go | ſuch when they are told of it by any true Friends indecd, 
ae ſach, as feare God,they are ready tearefully to plead for 
their Drunkennzſle, cc. We call fuch Drunkards, Beaſts, 
4. but certes they are worſe than Beaſts,for what dumb-Beaſt 
a is there that vſeth to be drunke ? This finne therefore muſt 
of needs be another cauſe of Gods Viſitation of this Cirie. 
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Fittly, for opprefiion of the Poore, and the couctons ex. 


tortion of many griping Vſurers, and Leaſfe-munging 


L andiords, phf6 earctull complaint of many poore Priſoners 
and Ten th Men and Women, in and abour this 
Citie, doth cry lowd in the Lords eares,and proclaime this 
Sinne : Yea, how many-a« ſad weeping and mournfull 
Countenance haue I, and may wee daily fee of Men and 
Women, eſpecially ar the Quarter dayes (as wecall them) 
that are ſubiect to viperous Vſurers and ynconſcionable 
Land- Lords ? This finne therefore 1s vndoubtedly no ſmall 
cauſe of this Gods heauy Viſitation. 

Sixtly, for Contempt of Gods word and Sacraments, 
andthefaithfu]l Miniſters thereof, this manifeſtly appeares 
by the ſmall reformation of mens liues, eſpecially with the 
prophane multitude, who giue no care nor regard to heare 
the ſacred word of God, which oughtto be heard as it is 
Preached, in ſeaſon and out of ſeaſon : and for their perſons 
that are the ſincereſt, and molt zealous Preachers, euery 
forle mourthd Rabſhecay hauing his tongue ſet on fire by the 
flame of Hell, haththe moſt odious termes and aſperſions 
to caſt vpon them and their doftrine, though it be the me(- 
fage of Chriſt, and they the Meflengers thereof : And for 
the Sacrament of the Lords Supper, a Reuerend and zea- 
lous Diuine hath deliuerced publikely, and is perſwadcd, 
that thispreſent Peſtilence was ſent, and did begin abour 
Eaſter lalt, when a multitude of miſcreant people came yn- 
prepared, and vnworthily, hand ouer head, to receiue the 
Sacrament,vi7, Suchas were Swearers and Blaſpheamers ; 
Sabboth-breakers: Common Whoremongers and Whores; 
Panders and Bawdes : Drunkards and Epicures,or Belly- 
gods : Oppreſſours, and Couetous wretches: Contemners 
and Scoffers of Gods word and his Miniſters, yea, of the 
Sacramentthey cameto receiue : which they came to re- 
ceineonly for faſhionſake, orelſe becauſe they would not 
belyableto the Law, penall in that kinde. 

Seuenthly, for Pride; this Luciterian Sinne hath infe&ed 
the 
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the Citie as much; if not more, than the Plague, | at this 3 


preſent : And though by the-hawtic lookes of Men and 
Women, we may tudge and diſceene too much of the Pride 
of theirhearts, yet becauſe GodfF thetryer of the heart, 
I leaue that;and come to the horrible Pr&and and' prodi- 
ealitie, more apparant, in Apparaill : For,wee haue ſcene 
Merchants and their wines apparelled like Princes : wee - 
haue feene ordinary Tradeſmen and their wiues like No- 
blemenand great Ladies, Knaues, Cheaters, and Cunny- 
catchers, clad like Knights: Lawyers like Lords; Taylours 
like Thecues : Shoomakers in Sattin : T-pſters in Taftety: 
Horſe-ſcourſers and Hoſtlers wearing gold lace : Nay, [ 
haue ſcene a Coblers Daughter attyred like a Merchants 
Daughter: a Kircheri-maide wearing a filken Cobweb. 
lawneRuffe : and it is notordinary to ſee Seruingmen in 
ſiilken Stockings, and Prentices weare farre better clothes 
than their Maſters ? And this ſinne of Pride, the premilles 
conſidered, we may perſwade our ſelues, that it is in a 
higher degree thanthe Pride of Sodome - Which Sin there- 
fore mult necds be one ſpeciall cauſe of drawing downe 
Gods Vengeanceof this preſent Peſtilence, | 

And laſtly, fortulnefſeof Bread, and Contempt of the 
Poore, becauſe | haue ſpoken of them in the Premiſes, 
chough I conld ſpeake much more, yer I deſiftto difplay 
them further, | 

There isanother ſinne Iurking, nay, too apparant, inand 
abour this Citie, whichis the pride of the Clergic, many 
Miniſters and their Wits, ( who ſhould be Lamps of Hu- 
militie :) the which 1 heard a zealous Preacher of Gods 
word deliver publikely, hee was perſwaded was not the 
leaſt cauſe of incenſing Gods wrath of the. Preſent Peſtt- 
leuce : for me therefore, Satis ſupergue, |

L et all Drunkards and Gluttons, leaue their Drunken- 
neſſe and Gurmandizing, conſidering who it is that hath 
denounced, Wee tothems that riſe early, and fit vp late to 
drinke, and that are mightie to arinke Wine and ſtrong drinke: 
Andremembring what became of the rich!Glutton in the
